Announcement a few days ago by 
Lieutenant-Governor Jun'us E. West, 
of Nansemond county, that he had re- 
considered his announced purpose to 
be a candidate for the governorship 
at the August Lernocrati cpnmary of 
1925 and would instead be a candi- 
date for the governorship atzfl fiflfllt 
date for re-nomination for 1'eutenant- 
governor, considerably cleared 
the 
political atmosphere. With the presi- 
dential election in the past, the lines 
are fornvng for next year's political 
struggle, but with indications at this 
time that it will narrow down to a 
two-man contest for the gubernatori- 
al nomination 
At one time Attorney General .T. 
R Saunders, of M'ddlesex; Lieutenant 
Go\einor AVest, of Nansemond, and 
State Senator 
Walter Mapp, of Ac- 
comae, patron of the widely known 
Mapp act, forerunner of the present 
more rigid Layman prohibition law, 
were all tentatively announced can- 
didates for the governorship 
With 
three aspirants from 
the tidewater 
sect'on of the State, it then seemed 
assured that one or more additional 
candidates from other 
geographical 
grand-divisions of the State would an- 
nounce but the futility of three tide- 
water aspirants dividing the vote of 
eastern Virginia caused Mr Saunders 
first to reconsider and conclude to 
aspHe for another term as attorney 
general. 
Xow that Mr. West has al- 
so concluded to tfy to hold what_he 
has in the matter of high elective 
office. Senator Mapp is only east-Vir- 
ginian still 
an avowed 
candidate. 


While all three were regarded as like- 
ly to aspire, it was suggested that 
e-Governor I>avls would also any his 
I'd into the ring- and essay a come- 
back, but in the changed situation 
no wexisting ,it Is anticipated that the 
Loudoun man will undertake to pull 
off a stunt unprecedented in Virginia 
political history 
But Senator Mapp is*-not- likely to 
be handed the nomination on a silv- 
er platter, with an "If jou please^-; 
that is to say an uncontested nom'na- 
tion for an honor which has always 
been eagerly sought in th's State, de- 
spite Its unremunerati-ve salary. 
It 
has been widely anticipated that State 
Senator Harry Flood Byrd, would a 
•fthat he deemed the opportune mo- 
ment, announce 
h's 
gubernatorial 
candidacy. In a statement he issued 
about the beginning of the campaign, 
Mr Byrd who is Democratic State 
chairman, left the impression, wheth- 
er intentionally 
or unintentionally, 
that he might have an announcement 
to make after the nat'onal campaign 
had closed 
Xothing that he said at 
that time is open to a construction 
that he would ineiitablt asp're to 
the governorship, but hisTcoilities and 
character and his prominence as the 
proponent and 
protagonist 
of the 
"Pay-as-you-go" plan 
of road con- 
struction, together w'th the test of 
that plan, are regarded bv many a« 
pointing him out as a likely if not 
the logical contestant i\ith Senator 
Mapp for the honor. 


Should Mr. Byrd announce for the 
honor. >.ien in touch ^tilth polit'cal 
conditions deem it unlikely that a 
third candidate •will aspire. In any 
event! it is not likely that the pre- 
primary campaign will be launched 
until after the opening of the new 
year.

IMPORTANT MEETING ON 


DISARMAMENT PROTOCOL 


(By The A»*ocl»t*d Trent) 


PARIS. Nov. 21.—The protocol on 


disarmament and security framed at 
tht last'.assembly of the league of 
nations was the subject of. an impor- 
tant conference at the foreign office 
last night between Premier Herriot, 
Leon Bourgeois, former Premitr Bri- 
and and Paul Boncour. 
The result 
was to confirm the conferees' opinion 
that France was correct in accepting 
the British request that consideration 
of the protocol by' the league concil 
be deferred. 
France Jiowever, has no intention 
of scrapping the protocol, although 
if this appeared desirable she would 
not refuse to envisage a more com- 
plete solution of the problem, says the 
usualls' well informed Matin. 


"The French viewpoint remains for 


the.moment unchanged," th« paper 
declares. "France «Igned the potocol 
of Geneva, which must be ratified 
before the disarmament conference 
can meet. Certainly, two other signa- 
tures are still • necessary—the-Italian 
and the British or'Japanese—but the 
French government In no ways con- 
siders their final ratification is Im- 
probable." 
Ahe present postpone- 
ment on the contrary will permit'ad- 
ditional study which will be highly 
useful in view of the complexity of 
the problems involved- None is mas- 
ter of the future, and It is evident 
that -failure of the Geneva project is 
not absolutely impossible. If it should 
unfortunately occur, some sections 
could then be envisaged in conformity 
with the ideas now being put for- 
ward on the other side of the channel 
and the other side of the act.

In making: this announcement" to- 
day Chairman William W. Hoxton. of 
the local board of directors. |aid that 
the petition of the Richmond board 
for 
authority to establish such a 
branch, passed at a meeting of the 
directors held here Nov. 7, has been 
taken under advisement by the gen- 
eral board at Washington and a hear- 
ing at "some future date" has been 
grante'd the Richmond body to show 
cause why a branch should be estab- 
lished.

conclusion efforts of Carolina bank- 
ers who have '"Been petitioning and 
working for its establishment since 
1921 when they first presented their 
aplication at a hearing granted them 
by the board of directors of the 
Richmond bank.

DARK LEAF GROWERS DEMAND LOOSE 


LEAF SALES 


OWEN8BORO. Ky., Nov. 16—In a 


stormy session of more than 2,000 
tobacco growers, a resolution was 
afloptefl 
by practically 
unanimous 


vote calling upon the directors of th* 
Dark Tobacco Growers' Association to 
allow the poolers In the Green River 
district to sell their 1924 crop of to- 
bacco by the loose-leaf method at 
auction over tho association's floors. 
The auction came after speeches 
had been delivered by Robert M. 
Stuart and George M. Rudy, directors 
for Davless county, who declared that 
no preparation had been made for the 
handling of this year's pooled crop. 


Cooper Howled Down. 


R. B. Cooper, general manager of 


te Dark ^ Tobacco Growers' Associa- 
tion, was in attendance at the meet- 
ing and attempted to make a speech 
at the conclusion of Mr. Rudy's talk, 
but was howled down by the crowd. 


"I am going to take the sentiment 


of this meeting on whether the pool- 
ers want to aell this year's crop of to- 
.bacco Immediately or put it In wood," 
said Mr. Rudy. 


There were calls for Mr. Cooper to 


be allowed to speak. 
"I paid for the advertisement call- 


ing 
this meeting. When- we get 
through Mr. Cooper can speak. 


By way of introducing Mr. Coope-r, 


Mr. Rudy said: 


"Mr. Cooper became a farmer in 


1922, whe nhe bought a little farm 
with a little tobacco on It. He was 
made chief 
warehouse man at 
a 
salary of $15,000 a year. 
This year 
he was made general manager at a 
salary of $18,000 a year. His brother 
was given apposition at 47,200 a year. 
He sold his farmhouse In Hopkinavllle 
to the pool. He did not set a price 
on it. He let Charles Rogers then a 
director from Daviess county, set the 
price. 
• 


Mr. Cooper began his speech by 
saying that It has been suggested to 
him by President Broadbent, of the" 
association, to attend today's meet- 
in IT, it. toln? a meeting of members 
of (he association. 
"I have nothing to say in defense of 
any charge made against mo personal- • 
lr." said ,Mr. Cooper, "I sacrificed my 
business to help 'he association," con-'" 
tlnued Mr. Cooper. 


1 "Don't do It any more/ came a re- 
quest from the crowd. 


"The association was formed • for 
the purpose of raising the standard of 
the 
American farmer," 
said Mr. 
Cooper. 
"And rob the poor farmers," called 
out a heckler from the audience. 
At this point the noise in the large 
Daviess County loose leaf house, where 
it was necessary to hold the meeting 
had become so great that F. M. Hum- 
phreys, director, from Hancock Coun-. 
ty, mounted the platform and appeal- 
ed to the crowd to give Mr. Cooper a 
fair hearing. 
"If you don't want to hear Mr. Coop- 
er, Mr. "Cooper doesn't want to go any 
further," said Mr. Humphreys. "I am 
very much surprised that a Daviess 
County audience should act in this 
manner." Mr. .Cooper left the plat- 
form and declined to speak further to 
the crowd.Will Sign Agreement. 
Delegations were 
in 
attendance 
from McLean, Hancock, Ohio 
and 
Spencer counties favoring the imme- 
diate sale of the pooled 1924 crop of 
tobacco. 
Before the 
meeting 
ad- 
journed a resolution offered by Judge 
E. P. Taylor was adopted calling on 
the local directors to make an effort 
during the next ten days to get §0 
per cent, of the land owners to sign 
the pooling agreement, in the event 
they failed to get the consent of the 
pool directors to allow the sale of the 
crop by the local leaf auction rnetr*- 
od.—adv.
